The second day of the conference began with the first meeting this 
morning of the Foreign Ministers of the four powers, who prepared a 
four-point ugenda for the meetings of the government chiefs: 1, Germany, 
2, Security, 3, Disarmament, and 4, exchanges between Bast and West. 

In the afternoon, at ao meeting .marked by cordiality and seeming 
goodwill on all sides, the Heads of Government expressed their points of 
view on the first point .of the agenda: Germany. , :
